perſons of the meancſt condition had pzomiſcuouſly uſed to Retail 
the ſame, keeping no oꝛder oꝛ aſſize therein: Whercupon We out 
of Dur Paincely care, to repꝛeſſe all ſuch exceſſes, aud to pꝛe vent ſuch future inconvemen- 
tes as might occur thereby, did by the advice of the Loꝛds and others of Our Puy Coun⸗ 
tell, reſolve to regulate the ungovberned Selling and Retailing of Tobacco, and to reduce 
the ſame into ſome good o2der; and that none but men of ſufficienty, andſuch as ſhould bung 
certificate of their meetneſſe, ſhould from thentefoꝛth be pernutted to ſell oꝛ utter Tobatto by 
Retail, and thoſe onely in certain fit places, and to a tertain number ineveryſuch plate, which 
places and number We did bythe like advice of the Loꝛds, and others of Our Puvie Coun- 
cell, appoint acco2dingly: And afterwards by Our Pꝛoclamation, dated the thirteenth day 
of March, in theninth yeer of Dur Retgn, foꝛ the reaſons therein expꝛeſſed We did ſtraitly 
charge and com:nand, that none ſhould from thentefoꝛth pꝛeſume to ſell oꝛ utter Tobacco 
by Retail, untill they ſhould have obtained Our Licence in that behalf, 

In confozmity whereunto, divers of Dur loving Subjects have ſince taken ſeverall and 
reſpective Licences under Dur great Seal of England, to ſell and utter fozrain Tobacco by 
Retail, inſuch reſpective Cities, Towns, and plates, as in the ſame Licences are erpzeſſed, 
tendꝛing to Us, Our Heirs and Sutteſſoꝛs, ſuch Rents as in and by Our ſaid Licences are 
reſpectively reſerved in that behalf: By which means not onely the afoꝛe mentioned exceſſes 
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have in ſome good meaſure been repꝛelled, and many intonvententes pzevented, but allo ſame 
fall addition and impꝛo vement hath been made to Our Revenue. 

But notwithſtanding the Pꝛemiſſes, divers ill affected perſons, enden vouring koꝛ ſome 
{mall advantage to themſelves, to bꝛing the Retailing of Tobacco to that confuſed and un⸗ 
governed liberty it had befoze, have in contemptof Our ſaid Pꝛoclamation pꝛeſumed with⸗ 
out Our Licence to vent and utter Tobacco by Retail, as well in London, and the parts ad- 
jacent, as in divers other Cities, Towns, and places of this Dur Realm, thereby diſtoura⸗ 
ging, and in ſome ſoꝛt diſabling Oar laid Subjects, who have taken Our Licences, as afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, to pay their Rents thereon reſerved, and likewiſe dil heartning others (that is to ſay) 
ſome rom ſuing fozth the Licences foꝛ which they have rcſpectively contracted, others from 
contracting with Our Agents appointed in that behalf; and the better to colour their pꝛa⸗ 
ctiſes, have ſpꝛead abꝛoad, eſpecially within Our City of London, and the parts adjacent, falſe 
repoꝛts and rumours, as if doe intended to deſiſt from Dur afozeſaid courſe of refozmatton : 
which their pzactiſes and bold attempts We have juſt cauſe to take in ill part, and not to 
ſuffer the ſane to paſſe unpuniſhed. 

Bet becauſe ſome of Our Subjects, thꝛough the falſe repozts and rumours ſo ſpꝛead 
abꝛoad, as afoꝛeſaid, may make ſome doubt of Our Royall intention inthe Pꝛemiſſes, there⸗ 
fo:e We have thought meet hereby to declare and publiſh to all Dur people, that ue will not 
leave unfiniſhed ſo great a woꝛk begun with ſuch advice and care, and ſo much tending to 
their health and welfare, neither will We ſuffer Our Revenue in any part thereof by the 
Wil full oppoſition of ſome few refractozy perſons to be impaired. 

And therekoꝛe we do hereby ſtraitly charge and command all Our loving Subfetts, that 
none of them do from hencefozth pꝛelume directly oz indirectly, to ſell, utter, oꝛ deliver any 
Tobacco byRetail, in any place oz places within Our ſatd Kingdom of England, Dominion 
of wales, and Town of Barwick, oz any ot them, without Our ſpectall Licence under Our 
great Seal of England, to be obtained in that behalf. 

And We do like\iſe will andcommand all Pedlers who wander up and down, not ma- 
king their conſtant abode in any one place, and all and every other Interloper oz Interlo⸗ 
pers whatſoever, that none of them do fromhencefozth directly oꝛ indirectly, ſell, utter, oz 
deliber any Tobaccoby Retail, oz under colour oꝛ pꝛetext of giving Tobacco, do by ihem- 
ſelves, oꝛ any other, take oꝛ reteibe any retompente foꝛ the ſame. 

And whereas divers of Our Subjects, who are litenſed to retail Tobacco in their own 
houſes onely, do notwithſtanding retail Tobacco in Fairs and Markets abꝛoad, to the 
prejudice of ſuch perſons as are licenſed to ſell Tobacco in thoſe plates, Our will and plea- 
fare is, and we do hereby ſtraitly charge andcommand that from hencefozth they and every 
of them do koꝛbear to ſell, utter, oꝛ deliver Tobacco by Retail, tn any other places then ac- 
toꝛding to the purpoꝛt and true meaning of their reſpective Licences under Our great 
Deal, | | 
And whereas ue are infozmed that much Engliſh Tobacco, which th:zongh the cold- 
neſſe of the climate and unaptneſle of the ſoil not coming to perfect maturity, ts altogether 
unwholſome to be taken, and other Tobacco adulterate and mixed with rotten fruits and 
other toꝛrupt ingredients is dayly ſoldanduttered to Our people; we do hereby charge and 
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ſtraitly command, that no perſon whatſoever within Our ſaid Kingdom of England and 
Ireland, Dominion of wales, and Town of Barwick, oz any of them, do from hentefoꝛth pꝛe⸗ 
lumeto buy, ſell, oꝛ utter, directly 02 indirectly, any Tobacco of the growth of Our King- 
doms of England and Ireland, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Bacwick, Pflands of Jerſey, Garn- 
ſey, and Man, oꝛ any of them, oꝛ any mixed oꝛ adulterate Tobacco whatſoever : And the 
better topzevent the great abuſe offered and done to Our loving Subjects in the ſale of Eng- 
liſh Tobacco, We do alſo ſtraitly charge and command that no perſon whatſoever do at any 
time hereafter plant, oꝛ cauſe to be planted, any Tobacco within Our Kingdoms of England 
and Ireland, oz either of them, oꝛ within Our Dominion of Wales, 02 Town of Barwick, oꝛ with- 
in Our Illands of Jerſey, Garnſey and Man, oz any of them, and that all Tobacco already 
planted, and now growing there, be pzeſently dilplanted and utterly deſtroyed, 

And to the end the doing hereof be not in any Wiſe omitted oꝛ neglected, We do charge 
and command all Conſtables, Tithingmen, Headbozoughs, and other Officers within 
their ſeverall limits and juriſdictions, carefully to ſee the ſame executed attoꝛdingly. 

And further, We do will and command all Juſtices of Peace, Maiozs, Sheriffs, and 
other pꝛincipall Officers in their ſeverall plates, within the compaſſe of their ſcverall ju- 
riſdictions and authoꝛities, upon complaint to them made, to cauſe the ſame to be duly per⸗ 
fozmed without partiality, as they and every of them will anſwer their contempts at 
their perils; 

And we do further will and command, that no Tobacco whatſoever be from Hhencefozth 
impoꝛted, landed, oꝛ unladed to, in, oꝛ at any other Pozt, Haven, Creek, oꝛ place within Our 
Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Pozt and Town of Barwick, oz any of them, 
then to, in, oꝛ at Pur Pozt of London, without ſpectall warrant to be obtained from Our 
Tod high Treaſurer of England foz the time being in that behalf: And that all Merchants, 
Maſters, and Owners of any Ship oꝛ Ships, and other perſons whatſoever within oz 
under Our obedience, do take notice of Our Royall command and pleaſure herein, and do 
carefully and duly obſerve the ſame attoꝛdingly. 

And We do hereby ſtraitly charge and command all Our Subfects to yeeld their due obe- 
diente in all and ſingular the Pzemiſſes, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will anſwer the 


contrary at their peril.
